Governor says Dadisman helped 
make Kentucky'better place to live'

A woman credited by many as 
being the heart and soul of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party in Anderson County has 
died. 

Gayle Dadisman, 79, 
passed away Sunday 
after a lengthy battle 
with cancer. 

Those who knew 
and worked with her 
said she will be greatly 
missed. 

“She meant every¬ 
thing to the party,” said local attor¬ 
ney Betty Springate. “She was the 
lifeblood of the Democratic Party in 
Anderson County.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear lauded Dadis¬ 
man as someone who understood the 
role of government in people’s lives. 

“Gayle Dadisman wasn’t just a 
friend, she was an ally in helping 
to make our state a better place to 
live,” Beshear said in an e-mail to The 
Anderson News. “She firmly believed 
that government had a critical role 
in our lives, and that being an active 
participant in the democratic process 
was not just a right, but an obligation. 

“Gayle will be missed, and our 
prayers are with her family at this 
time.” 

Dadisman served in a variety of 
roles, including as president of the 
Democratic Women’s Club, which 
Springate said she founded.

Woman says God spared her after 
log truck slams car on Highway 555

God leaped out of the 
passenger seat to protect 
Phyllis Oates when a log 
truck struck her car last 
Wednesday afternoon on 
Highway 555. 

That’s how Oates, 57, 
explains how she survived 
the violent wreck that left 
her battered, broken and 
bruised, but alive to talk 
about it. 

Speaking by phone 
Monday from her hospital 
bed at the University of 
Kentucky Medical Center, 
Oates said she expects to 
fully recover from her 
injuries, which include a 


broken neck, wrist, ster¬ 
num and ribs. 

“I’m just one big bruise,” 
she said when asked about 
her condition from the 
wreck that left logs strewn 
all across Highway 555, 
also referred to as “the new 
road” in western Anderson 
County. 

“God is good and God 
spared my life. I give him 
all the credit and the 
honor.” 

Oates, who lives on Long 
Road just off Highway 555, 
said she was preparing to 
pull out onto the highway 
when she saw a tractor- 
trailer coming from about 
a mile away. 

She said she pulled onto 


the highway and remem¬ 
bered that she left regis¬ 
tration paperwork for the 
new car she was driving at 
home and turned around 
to go back. 


She said she checked her 
rearview mirror and pulled 
off into the emergency 
lane to turn around. When

Farmers lament losses following days of rain

Unrelenting rain last week proved disastrous for 
local farmers who on Monday were still trying to 
determine exactly how much damage it caused. 

Heavy rain started pounding Anderson County 
on Thursday and continued almost non-stop 
through Saturday night. 

Amounts vary by location, but Emergency Man¬ 
agement Director Bart Powell said rain gauges he 
uses showed Anderson got around 6.5 inches during 
that period, but others reported getting significant¬ 
ly more over the past couple of weeks. 

“We got 12.5 inches in 10 days,” said Jimmy

to home ownership is one full of 
twist and turns. A native of Penn¬ 
sylvania, she met and married her 
husband in 1954 during their last 
year of school at Asbury College. 

“The Lord had a preacher hus¬ 
band there for me,” she said. 

Her husband became a pas¬ 
tor with the United Methodist 
Church and the couple settled 
into a life of serving God while 
pastoring out of 14 different 
churches until his death 15 years 
ago. 

During that time, Marian said 
her family, which includes two 
children, lived in church-provided 
parsonages and it wasn’t until her 
husband passed that she moved 
into a rental home in Milton.

“I just felt like I had never 
owned a home before,” Marian 
said. “I know I’ve paid for one in 
Heaven, but I’d never had one 
except for with the church.” 

Moore, her daughter, has pur¬ 
chased homes from local Realtor 
Lois Ann Disponett in the past 
and asked her if she could find 
something for her mom. 

“We were thinking about 
a three bedroom, one bath,” 
Disponett said. 

“But when we found out she 
qualified for a larger home and 
the payments were going to be 
close to what she paid in rent, we 
ended up going with a 3-2 with a 
garage. 


“She was very patient and said 
the Lord was going to lead her.” 

Disponett said she has sold 
homes to people in Marian’s age 
group a couple of times since 
beginning her real estate career 
in 1975, but never to someone 
buying their first home. 

In fact, the average age of a 
first-time homebuyer is 34, less 
than half of Marian’s age. 

“Lois Ann showed us the 
house even before it came onto 
the market,” Marian said. “It just 
became available and I thought 
this is the house the Lord picked 
out for me.”

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Would you be willing to have your county 
taxes increased to pay for the swimming facility 
being proposed by the fiscal court? 

I asked that of the newspaper’s Face- 
book “friends” last week after magistrates 
approved seeking bids to build the facility 
in the county park, and their responses are 
listed below. 

First, though, let’s get one thing clear: 

There has been no public discussion of 
a tax increase to build this thing. In fact, 
there has been precious little discussion on 
how the debt on this $2.8 million project 

will be paid for. - 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway 
said last week that if he can raise $1 mil¬ 
lion in private donations, taxes “might” not have to be 
raised to cover the debt. 

If he can’t, you can rest assured that a tax increase 
of some sort is coming because there’s simply no way 
the fiscal court can fork over an estimated $16,000 a 
month for 20 years to pay for it. 

Even with $1 million in donations, the debt would 

be around $12,000 a month, 

- and it remains questionable 

whether the court can cover 
that without raising taxes. 

I have heard that at least one 
magistrate is so bent on build¬ 
ing a pool that he’s floating the 
idea of a dreaded payroll tax 
that would tax only those who 
have jobs in Anderson County. 

Conway has said for years 
that he will never, and he 
means ever, support a payroll 
tax, but if the majority of mag¬ 
istrates want it, they’ll get it. 

Of course that’s a lousy 
idea, and one would hope that 
magistrates will consider the 
simple fact that they had to 
relinquish control of the busi¬ 
ness license tax to the sheriff 
because, frankly, they couldn’t manage it. If they 
thought that was hard, wait until they have to tackle 
a payroll tax and all it involves. 

If any tax increase or new tax is needed, magis¬ 
trates should be upfront with those forced to pay it 
before any decision is made. Far too often we hear 
promises that taxes won’t have to be increased for 
this project or that, only to find out soon after that 
those promises weren’t true. 

Those who read my columns with regularity know 
where I come down on higher taxes, so I won’t bore 
you with a rehash of my thoughts at this late date. 

What you probably didn’t know is how others feel 
about a tax increase to support a swimming facility, 
and neither did I. 

That’s why I asked the paper’s Facebook friends, 
who had no trouble speaking their minds. 

You’ll note that I didn’t include their names. If it’s 
names you want, go to our page and find them there. 

In fairness, the no’s far outweighed the yes’s on this, 
and the balance you see here reflects that. 

Here’s what they said: 

• “I would be willing to pay a little extra in taxes if 
that meant my kids had a place to go swim and cool 
off on a hot summer day.” 

• “I am NOT in favor of a tax hike for a public pool. 
I’d rather buy my own pool than pay more taxes.” 

• “There is a pool within a 10-minute drive from 
here. It seems redundant to build one.” 

• “[Expletivie] no!” 

• “The straw that broke the camel’s back!” 

• “Nope! We aren’t getting anything for what we 
are already paying!” 

• “Taxes keep going up but our pay doesn’t. No 
more higher taxes!” 

• “Maybe the library could loan us the money...” 

• “Maybe the library should build a public pool 
out back. I think they are looking for a way to justify 
their tax rate.” 

• “Why do we have to have something so large at 
first? Surely they could build something big in stag¬ 
es? You know, like us middle class people have to... as 
we can afford it.” 

• “I knew this was coming. Aren’t taxes high 
enough already?” 

• “People want to complain about taxes for libraries 
and roads, but by God, we have to have a swimming 
pool.” 

• “Stop complaining. If it came down to it and it 
meant that my daughter has a safe place to swim 
during the heat of the summer then, yes, I will pay 
higher taxes.”

Rainy spring a blessing for berry lovers 


Watching the berries go from green to pink, then finally to 
a deep red or black just makes my mouth water. I think 
of jam and cobbler.

T he Fourth is over, let 
the harvesting begin. 
This is when the 
kitchen becomes a bee hive 
of activities. My 
dogs take up 
residence there, 
in the hope of 
recovering any¬ 
thing that hits 
the floor. Much 
to their dismay, 
the strawber¬ 
ries have been 
gone a while, 
but they do 
enjoy a wide 
variety of other 
garden goodies. 

They’ll eat zucchini and yel¬ 
low squash and corn by the 
bushel, if I hand it to them. 
They are not allowed to do 
their own picking. 

Food from the garden 
usually comes in either very 
small quantities or massive 
amounts, and figuring out 
how to keep it fresh until 
you preserve it takes a little 
knowledge. Corn, beans and 
squash are easy. Just keep 
it cool until you’re ready 
to cook and eat or preserve 
to keep. Tomatoes can sit 
on the counter until you’re 
ready. 

Before you bring in the 
bounty, you should start 
figuring out what to do with 
it all. There are preserving 
classes at the Extension 
office at the county park 
that can help those new to 
preserving their food. Those 
of us with more than a few 
summers under our belt are 
probably already prepared. 
Jars need to be clean, lids 
and caps counted, salt sup¬ 
ply on hand and the time to 
do all the prep planned out. 

I do most of my preserv¬ 
ing at the end of the season, 
with one exception, black¬ 
berries. I haven’t been able 
to put any of my wild black 
raspberries up for several 


years. I either sell them all 
or they dry up before I can 
harvest. That won’t happen 
this year. We have had plen¬ 
ty of rain and I am thrilled. 

Blackberries and raspber¬ 
ries come from the bram¬ 
bles family. Wild ones have 
plenty of thorns. Tame ones 
are usually in the thornless 
variety, these days. They 
each put new canes out 
every year, but the berries 
are formed the next year on 
the canes coming out this 
year. So, take care when you 
prune them back. Cut the 
old, not the new. 

Watching the berries go 
from green to pink, then 
finally to a deep red or black 
just makes my mouth water. 
I think of jam and cobbler. 
Picking them off the canes 
can be tiresome, but it can 
also physically hurt. The 
thorns like to grab onto any¬ 
thing and there are usually 
some kind of bugs flying 
around your face. Just keep 
thinking of the end product. 

Berry jam requires 9 
cups of crushed berries and 
6 cups of sugar to make 3 
pints. Adjust this formula to 
make larger batches. Com¬ 
bine the berries and sugar 
into a large pot and start the 
heat on medium. Begin stir¬ 
ring and keep stirring, so it 
doesn’t stick to the bottom 
of the pan. 

Once the mixture has 
thickened, remove from 
heat. You may have to 
skim some foam off the top 
before ladling it into warm 
pint or jelly jars. Leave 1/4 


inch head space and adjust 
the two piece caps. Process 
in a hot water bath for 15 
minutes. Carefully lift out 
the jars and let them sit for 
24 hours. 

Make sure the lids are 
sealed by pressing down 
on the center of the cap. It 
should not push down at all. 
If it makes a little popping 
noise when you push down 
then it did not seal and 
needs to be eaten quickly 
and kept in the refrigerator. 

Cobbler and pie fans 
don’t have to crush the ber¬ 
ries or add sugar. Just put 
the clean berries in a large 
pot, with enough water to 
keep them from sticking, 
and simmer until they’re 
hot. Ladle the hot berries 
into the warm jars, make 
sure juice or water covers 
them but still leave 1/4 inch 
head space. Put on the lids 
and process pints or quarts 
for 15 minutes in the boiling 
water canner. That’s it. 

Now, get out there and 
keep a close eye on all the 
fruits and vegetables about 
to be plucked from the gar¬ 
den. While we did all the 
work, the other animals we 
share the planet with have 
already been keeping their 
eyes on the bounty and they 
like to work when you don’t. 
Keep the garden gate closed 
and as always, Happy grow¬ 
ing.

I’m teaching a class on American 
regional cooking. In this column I usual¬ 
ly use recipes that 
Kentucky products. 

However, every¬ 
one in the class 
this recipe and it 
make a very nice 
for summer. It isn’t 
calories or high on 
nutrition but it 
taste good. 

Key lime pie is 
official Florida des- 
There really is a 
ence between lime 
and Key lime juice. 

Bottled Key lime juice 

can be purchased from one of the gro¬ 
cery stores in Lawrenceburg. It’s in the 
juice section of the store. The difference 
between Key lime juice and ordinary 
lime juice is about the same as the differ¬ 
ence between Red Delicious apples and 
Granny Smith apples. So, I encourage 
you to use the Key lime juice when you 
try this recipe. 

Fresh Key limes are hard to find in 
this area. Fresh ones should be small, 
about the size of a large walnut. They 
are thin skinned and yellow-green in 
color. A brownish circle at the pointed 
end may indicate rot or dryness. 

You can find several variations on this 
recipe. Real Key lime pie is not green 
and it doesn’t have whipped cream on 
it. Remember to use a 9-inch pie pan. If 
you prefer to use a store bought crust, 
then brown it at 350 degrees for about 5 
minutes before using. This improves the 
flavor. This recipe makes eight servings. 


Florida Key Lime Pie 

1/4 cup (1/2 stick) margarine 
11/4 cup graham cracker crumbs 
1/3 cup sugar 
3 large eggs 

2 (14 ounce) cans sweetened con¬ 
densed milk (don’t use low fat sweetened 
condensed milk) 

1/2 cup Key lime juice 
Meringue: 

3 large egg whites, at room tempera¬ 
ture 

1/4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 teaspoon vanilla 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. It is 


important that the pie and meringue be 
cooked in an oven that is preheated. 

Separate the eggs. Be careful not to get 
any yolk in the egg whites or they won’t 
whip into meringue. The yolks can be 
put in a medium size bowl. The whites 
will whip better if placed in a small but 
deep glass or metal bowl. Don’t use a 
plastic bowl because there may be traces 
of oil, margarine or butter in the plastic. 
Even a small amount of oil will keep the 
eggs from forming peaks. Set the whites 
aside and prepare the Key lime filling. 

Blend the egg yolks until light yellow 
and thick. Add the condensed milk and 
beat until blended. Stir in the lime juice. 
Set aside. 

Place the margarine in a microwave- 
safe bowl. Microwave on High for 40 sec¬ 
onds. Stir in the graham cracker crumbs 
and sugar. Pat the crumb mixture into 
a 9-inch pie pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 
about 7 minutes. It should not brown but 
should be crisp. 

Immediately pour the Key lime fill¬ 
ing into the hot crust and bake for 10 
minutes. 

Prepare the meringue while the fill¬ 
ing is baking. Beat the egg whites on 
medium speed until foamy. Add the 
cream of tartar and beat until soft peaks 
form. Very gradually beat in the sugar, 
about 1 Tablespoon at a time. Beat on 
high speed until peaks are stiff and 
glossy. Beat in vanilla. 

Spread meringue over hot pie fill¬ 
ing. Spread meringue next to the crust 
edge first to seal the edge and then 
add meringue to the center and spread 
evenly on the pie filling. Don’t let the 
filling cool or the meringue may shrink 
or weep. Use the tip of a spoon to pull up 
peaks to make the pie more attractive. 

Bake for 12 to 15 minutes until the 
meringue is lightly browned on the 
peaks. Allow to cool for an hour before 
serving. 

Note: If you wish to be certain that 
any possible pathogens in the eggs have 
been killed, you must heat the pie to 
an internal temperature of 160 degrees. 
Insert an instant read thermometer 
into the pie. Don’t go much beyond 165 
degrees or the meringue will break 
down.

cantly more over the past couple of 
weeks. 

“We got 12.5 inches in 10 days,” said 
Jimmy Young, surveying the damage 
to his tobacco crop just off Highway 
62 near Fox Creek. 

Young likely lost a couple of acres 
in low-lying areas, but was far from 
alone. 

Johnny Dennis, who grows tobacco 
on the other side of Highway 62, said 
he lost several acres of his crop. On 
Anderson City Road off Highway 44, 
Danny Blakeman said he lost 3 acres 
of a 4-acre patch. 

“The river backed over it and just 
covered it,” Blakeman said Monday 
morning, adding that he isn’t sure if 
the crop will come back. 

“I don’t know what it’s going to do, 
yet,” he said. “I’d say it’s more than 
likely going to draw up and die.” 

Forest Dale Stevens said he lost 
about 4 acres of tobacco near his 
house in Highway 44, and his brother, 
Larry, had 4 acres under water and 
another 6 acres damaged. 

“My nephew had an acre and a 
half at [Highway] 53 and 44, near the 
bridge, and it ruined most of it, too,” 
Stevens said. 

John Wayne Conway, who farms 
with his son, Christopher, said they 
lost 7 of their 35 acres. 

A lost acre of tobacco equals about 
$2,500, according to Dr. Bob Pierce, a 
tobacco specialist with Cooperative 
Extension. 

Pierce estimated damage to the 
tobacco crop statewide was between 
10 and 20 percent, with the heaviest 
damages coming in Taylor, Dare and 
Casey counties. 

Farmers here say that losing por¬ 
tions of their tobacco crops comes 
with the territory, particularly for 
those who plant in the fertile ground 
close to rivers and creeks that regu¬ 
larly overflow their banks. 

“Farming’s a gamble,” said Stevens, 
who recalled the time his father lost 
his entire crop when the Salt River 
spilled its banks. 

“You might as well go out on a 
riverboat. You’re going to lose a crop 
sometimes. The river bottoms are fer¬ 
tile, but you take a chance.” 

Conway agreed. 

“You can take the money and put 
in tobacco or go to a gambling casino,” 
Conway said. “You either win or lose.” 

On Monday, Anderson Extension 
agent Tommy Yankey and Dr. Kenny 
Seebold, an Extension plant patholo-

gist, surveyed tobacco crop damage in 
Young’s field. 

Seebold said extremely wet condi¬ 
tions this year have caused the plants 
to grow smaller than normal root 
systems, which suck nutrients out of 
only a small portion of the ground, 
leaving them vulnerable. 

He said Monday’s intense heat 
made conditions for plants even 
worse, because in their weakened 
state they almost immediately started 
to wilt or sunburn. 

“Different plants tolerate water dif¬ 
ferently,” he said. “With tobacco, if the 
soil is saturated for 12 hours, the roots 
will die because they can’t breathe. 

Even for the plants that survive, 
he said the shallow roots will make 
them more susceptible to dry weather 
because they haven’t grown deep into 
the soil. 

“If we’d had two to three days 
of cloudy weather to absorb what 
happened, we may not have lost so 
much,” Conway said. 

Asked what’s next, Conway said he 
hopes his remaining acres will pro¬ 
duce enough poundage to offset what 
he and his son lost. 

Dennis, standing in Young’s field 
with Yankey, Seebold and others, said, 
“You just have to keep going.” 

Yankey said damages weren’t con¬ 
fined just to tobacco. He said other 
farmers had damage to their soybean 
and corn fields, too.

she pulled back onto the road, the 
truck slammed into her Toyota. 

“That’s when I felt the impact,” 
she said. “It spun me around and 
from the driver’s window I saw all of 
those logs coming right at me.” 

Oates said none of the logs hit her 
vehicle. 

“God allowed those logs to roll off 
the other side and not come toward 
me,” she said. “He moved out of the 
passenger seat and came between 
me and that big boy and took care of 
the rest.” 

Oates was transported via helicop¬ 
ter to the University of Kentucky 
Medical Center and was initially 
listed in critical condition, according 
to a news release from the Kentucky 
State Police. 

She said Monday that despite her 
numerous injuries, she is able to 
walk. 

“It’s real painful, but I’ll be back 


serving the Lord as soon as I can,” she 
said. 

Asked if there is anything she 
or her family needs as she recovers, 
Oates asked people to pray. 

“That’s all we need,” she said. “I’ve 
got a wonderful family, a wonder¬ 
ful church family and friends and 
neighbors. 

“Anderson County is a wonderful 
place to live.” 

Oates said she is a member of 
Fairview Christian Church. 

The log truck was driven by 
Rodney W. Peace, 69, of Magnolia, 
who was transported to Frankfort 
Regional Medical Center where he 
was treated and released, according 
to state police.

Little damage to roads during heavy rainstorm

Several days of heavy 
rain caused no major dam¬ 
age to Anderson County’s 
roads, although trouble 
spots flooded as streams and 
rivers swelled. 

The crossings at Rice 
and Dry Dock roads were 
impassable throughout 
most of the storm, as was 
the crossing on Gilberts 
Creek Road. 

On Hammonds Creek 
Road, the water rose and 
subsided several times, forc¬ 
ing its closure at least three 
times during the storm. 

Tyrone residents kept a 
wary eye on the Kentucky 
River, which at one point 
rose 44 inches but never 
spilled its banks, according 
to Emergency Management 
Director Bart Powell. 

Powell said four gates 
at Herrington Lake were 
opened during the storm, 
but did not produce enough 
water to flood Tyrone. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said Mon¬ 
day that county highways 
sustained an estimated 
$4,000 to $5,000 in damages, 
mostly in the Glensboro 
area off Highway 44. 

“We’re just going to fix 
them,” he said, adding 
that he doubts the state¬ 
wide damage threshold of 
$5.9million in damages will 
be met to trigger FEMA 
funding.

Council OKs grant application for tornado siren near golf course

The producer of the movie being 
filmed in Lawrenceburg, “Hope 
Bridge,” told the Lawrenceburg City 
Council on Monday that shooting is 
going well and that the community 
has embraced their efforts. 

“This has been a wonderful 
opportunity for us,” producer Isaac 
Stambaugh said during Monday’s 
city council meeting, adding that he 
told his production team when they 
were scouting shooting locations that 
“this place is begging for a movie to 
be shot here.” 

The movie explores the coming- 
of-age story of Jackson, a 16-year-old 
student dealing with the aftermath 
of his father’s suicide. 

The role of Jackson will be played 
by Booboo Stewart, the actor most 
well known for his portrayal of were¬ 
wolf Seth Clearwater in the ‘Twilight’ 
movie franchise. 

Stambaugh said his crew has 
filmed for several days already, 
including at Jim’s Pool Hall on Main 
Street and at the Christian Academy 
of Lawrenceburg. 

Filming will continue for another 
week or so, including in residential 
areas off of Main Street. 

Stambaugh said residents have 
enjoyed watching the filming.

He cautioned that, like the coun¬ 
ty’s other sirens, it is intended to 
be an outdoor warning system and 
residents shouldn’t rely on hearing it 
from inside their homes. 

“This is for people out of the 
media stream... who aren’t near a TV 
or weather radio,” Powell said, adding 
that the siren is designed to be heard 
for about a mile and a half, depend¬ 
ing on weather conditions. 

Monday’s meeting was the final 
one for outgoing city treasurer Deb¬ 
bie Steele, who is retiring.

Delk was arrested and is 
being held at the Lorain 
County Jail where he 
awaits extradition to 
Kentucky. 

Spencer County 
Sheriff Donald “Buddy” 
Stump said Delk faces 
charges of custodial 
interference, a class D 
felony, punishable by 
one to five years impris¬ 
onment. Stump said 
he expected Delk to be 
extradited Thursday. 

According to the 
Spencer County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department, the 
teen was located around

The Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office 
joined the search last 
Wednesday for the girl 
who apparently took off 
with the man, said John 
Ray, who is the girl’s 
father. 

Ray said he used a 
game system to “ping” 
the 19-year-old’s cell 
phone. The location of 
the phone signal was 
deep in a river bottom 
area off Anderson City 
Road that is inacces¬ 
sible by vehicle. As of 2 
p.m. last Wednesday, the 
sheriff’s office was seen 
bringing in ATVs in an 
effort to access the area. 

Ray said by the time 
deputies began their 
search, a laptop com¬ 
puter he was carrying 
showed that the phone 


was in Ohio. 

Ray said witnesses 
saw his daughter with 
the 19-year-old load¬ 
ing her clothes into the 
man’s car early Monday 
morning. He said the 
girl took $1,700 in cash 
out of the house and 
took off. 

“I don’t care about the 
money,” he said, adding 
that his daughter left 
her cell phone at home. 
“I’m just out here trying 
to find her.” 

Ray said he had only 
met the 19-year-old 
recently and that he lied 
about his age. 

“When I found out 
I told them they could 
just be friends,” he said. 
“They’ve been running 
around, but they’re not 
supposed to be.” 


Ray said his daugh¬ 
ter’s disappearance has 
been particularly hard 
on his family. 

“My wife’s just sitting 
at home, staring at the 
walls,” he said. “She’s 
totally whacked.” 

The Spencer County 
Sheriff’s Office con¬ 
firmed last Wednesday 
that Ray filed a miss¬ 
ing persons report, but 
because Ray’s daughter 
is a juvenile, the report 
was not released. 

The sheriff’s office 
said Ohio State Police 
and Kentucky State 
Police dispatch also 
assisted in the case.

Unemployment here among states lowest 


Unemployment in Anderson 
County stood at 6.7 percent in 
May, down one tenth of a percent 
from the previous May, according 
to Kentucky Labor Lorce esti¬ 
mates. 

Anderson’s rate was among 
the lowest in Kentucky. Woodford 
County posted the lowest rate in 
the state at 5.8 percent, followed 
by Oldham County at 6.3 percent; 
Layette County, 6.4 percent; Ohio 
and Scott counties, 6.6 percent 
each; Daviess and Hancock coun¬ 
ties, 6.7 percent each; and Frank- 
lin and Jessamine counties, 6.8 
percent each. 

Mercer County stands at 8.2 
percent. 

Magoffin County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate —17.5 percent. It was 
followed by Lulton County, 17.2 
percent; Leslie County, 17 per¬ 
cent; Harlan County, 16.3 percent; 
Letcher County, 16.2 percent; 
Knott County, 14.9 percent; Bell 
County, 14.5 percent; Jackson 


County, 13.8 percent; Perry Coun¬ 
ty, 13.5 percent; and McCreary 
County, 13.2 percent. 

The statewide average was 8.3 
percent, up two tenths from the 
previous year. 

Anderson’s civilian labor force 
stands at 10,910, with 10,177 hav¬ 
ing jobs and 733 people receiving 
unemployment benefits. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather 
than actually to count people 
working, according to a news 
release. 

Civilian labor force statistics 
include non-military workers 
and unemployed Kentuckians 
who are actively seeking work. 
They do not include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment within 
the past four weeks.

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Christians should be on offense about marriage 


I deas are not formed 
in a vacuum. Every 
book we read, every 
song we 
hear, every 
thought 
we think 
has been 
influenced 
by someone 
else. 

I often 
say that it is 
rare today 
to find a 
purely origi¬ 
nal thought. 

It was 18th 
century philosopher 
Immanuel Kant who 
influenced Georg Wil¬ 
helm Friedrich Hegel 
who influenced Karl 
Marx who influenced 
communist leaders 
Vladimir Lenin and 
Joseph Stalin, whose 
influences still affect 
our world today. 

A parent’s influence 


on their children has 
been formed by how 
they themselves were 
raised, which itself was 
a product of their own 
parent’s upbringing; and 
young people looking 
for a sense of belonging 
often adopt the style 
and values of their 
peers. 

The reason I mention 
this is because in light 
of the recent rulings by 
the Supreme Court, we 
have an illustration how 
ideas, when acted on, 
can have far-reaching 
effects; even to the point 
of shaping the moral 
landscape of an entire 
society. 

Biblical standards 
of morality and sexual 
ethics are considered 
passe by an increasing 
number of Americans; 
the Bible belt seems to 
be loosening in terms of 
its influence as a gen¬ 


eration of young people 
seems to be distancing 
themselves further 
from the truth-claims of 
Christianity. As I wrote 
last week, the ghost 
of William James still 
haunts us today. 

The Darwinian evo¬ 
lutionary theory that is 
being presented as fact 
in many of the public 
school classrooms blurs 
the minds of children 
who are forming their 
own views on how the 
world works. If we are 
merely products of 
randomness, and there 
is no purpose or cre¬ 
ative mind behind our 
existence, then we are 
free to live as we please. 
Morality is grounded 
in truth, and if truth 
is not absolute, then 
morality can be defined 
as anything by anyone. 
The possibilities are as 
endless as the slope is 


slippery. 

Truth is becoming 
something of an acces¬ 
sory rather than a neces¬ 
sity for life. It used to be 
that someone with a rel¬ 
ativistic worldview may 
simply deny any truth- 
claim they disagreed 
with as being simply 
“true for you, but not for 
me.” Most were content 
to “live and let live.” 

Now, however, those of 
us who hold to a bibli¬ 
cally informed sexual 
ethic must either capitu¬ 
late our convictions or 
be labeled homophobic, 
hateful bigots. 

The Supreme Court 
has now sent the snow¬ 
ball rolling. As it gains 
speed it will swallow up 
everything in its path. 
The logical end is the 
dissolving of marriage 
as we know it; but to 
change God’s definition 
of marriage, “a man

There is always a need to make sure that your marriage 
is going to be all that it can be. Since this is going to be 
a lifelong arrangement (Romans 7:1-3), we must put all 
of our efforts into making it all that God wants it to be. 
Here are some areas that you need to be prepared for 
before marriage: 

1 . Physically - The body should be kept strong and 
healthy - 1 Cor. 6:19-20. 

2. Emotionally - Maturity of emotions are essential - 
Philippians 4:6-7 

3. Morally - “Abstain from every form of evil.” - 1 
Thessalonians 5:22 

4. Intellectually - One should know his/her 
responsibilities and how to fulfill them - James 1:5; 
Philippians 4:8; Colossians 3:1-2 

5. Financially - Do not expect to start with a dream 
house. Realize there must be some means of

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A no-no 
following 
a no-no 

Reaction more troubling 
than Bailey's gaffe 

t seems like I can’t quite 
catch a break when it 
comes to see¬ 
ing a no-hitter. 

At least 
at the major 
league level, I 
can’t. 

Since the 
day my par¬ 
ents took me 
to Cincinnati’s 
Crosley Field 
for my first 
game in 1964,1 
have seen, by 
my best guessti¬ 
mate, over 200 major league 
games. I have seen games 
in 11 different stadiums in 
nine different cities. I have 
seen some of the greats - 
Gibson, Drysdale, Glavine 
and Seaver, among others 
— pitch. 

But never have I seen a 
no-no. 

Ironically, the very first 
game I ever attended, when 
the Reds beat the Houston 
Colt ,45s, Houston’s start¬ 
ing pitcher was a veteran 
right-hander named Don 
Larsen. He wasn’t involved 
in the decision - thank you 
for that info, Baseball-Ref- 
erence.com - and the name 
admittedly meant nothing 
to me at the time. But look¬ 
ing back, it’s pretty cool that 
in my first game, the only 
guy to ever throw a perfect 
game in the World Series 
was on the hill. 

I’ve come close a couple 
of times. Last year, I was at 
Great American Ball Park 
when Bronson Arroyo took 
a no-no into the eighth 
inning against the Brew¬ 
ers. And back in 1984,1 was 
there when Reds’ pitcher 
Mario Soto was one strike 
away from history before 
the Cardinals’ George Hen¬ 
drick hit one to Newport. 

I’ve seen several no¬ 
hitters at the high school 
level and below and even 
saw one in Louisville years 
back when a Yankee farm¬ 
hand named Kevin Mma- 
hat - how could you ever 
forget that name? - dealt 
one against the Class AAA 
Redbirds. 

But never in the big 
leagues. 

I don’t really know if last 
week’s gem by the Reds’ 
Homer Bailey qualifies as 
a near-miss. He dominated 
the Giants on Tuesday. I 
had tickets for Wednesday 
night, 24 hours too late. At 
least I watched Tuesday’s 
masterpiece on Fox Sports 
from start to finish. 

As Fox’s multiple replays 
of Bailey’s second no-no sug¬ 
gested, it really is a big deal. 

Too bad the post-game 
interview wasn’t so great. 

In case you missed it, dur¬ 
ing an interview with Fox’s 
Jeff Piecoro, Bailey uttered 
a profanity on live TV. He 
dropped what some call, 

“the F-bomb” when Piecoro 
asked about a seventh¬ 
inning walk that was the 
difference between a no¬ 
hitter and a perfect game. 

Since Bailey walked 
Gregor Blanco on a 3-2 
pitch, he was actually one 
pitch from perfection. 

Seeing there have been 
280 no-hitters in major 
league history but only 
23 perfect games, Piecoro 
asked a legitimate question. 

It might not have been 
the biggest thing fans want¬ 
ed to talk about, but was 
certainly a question that 
had to be asked. 

Immediately, there were 
several reactions ranging 
from “Big deal,” to “He owes 
the fans an apology.” 

From this corner, I was 
disappointed with the gaffe, 
but after being around 
sports all my life, can 
understand that sometimes

Coach leaves Lady Mustang hoops program, will focus on high school level

It’s never easy walking 
away from something you 
love. 

It’s doubly hard when that 
something is a job where you 
got your first experience and 
elevated the performance 
from the good to the great. 

But Clay Birdwhistell just 
felt it was time. 

After seven years leading 
the girls’ basketball pro¬ 
gram at Anderson County 
Middle School and doubling 
as an assistant coach at the 
high school, Birdwhistell 
announced he was giving up 


the middle school part of his 
duties in the spring. 

He will remain as the lead 
assistant coach 
for the Lady 
Bearcats. 

At the 

middle school, 

Birdwhistell 
compiled a 
record of 153- 
47, posting an 
undefeated 
season in the 
fall of 2009. 

That same 
year, the Lady Mustangs won 
the middle school state tour¬ 
nament, defeating Whitley 


County at Rupp Arena. 

Ironically, in Birdwhistell’s 
first season of not pulling 
double duty, 
the Lady 
Bearcats are 
expected to 
be one of the 
favorites to 
win the big 
prize at the 
high school 
level. 

“The rules 
changes in 
the KHSAA 
have made middle school 
and high school coaching 
positions pretty challenging,” 


Birdwhistell says, referring 
to a recent liberalization of 
the rules defining how much 
a coach can work with play¬ 
ers. “With my responsibility 
at the high school, all I could 
do was watch open practice 
(in the off-season). Now I can 
work with kids individually. 

“It’s all based on personnel. 
Could I do both? Yes. But we 
have people at the middle 
school who can run with it.” 

When Birdwhistell 
announced his resignation, it 
was assumed that his former 
assistant, Nick Cann, would

Offshore best bet 


for post-spawn 
largemouth bass

The wet and unseasonably cool weather pattern 
lately seems more consistent with Kentucky Derby 
week than early July. 

Chris Hickey, black bass research biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, said the cool weather delayed the large- 
mouth bass spawn a 
couple of weeks, but 
now everything is on 
schedule as we head 
into the heat of sum¬ 
mer. 

He said anglers 
report largemouth 
bass gathering on the 
channel ledges on 
Kentucky and Barkley 
lakes. 

Summer fishing for 
largemouth bass frus¬ 
trates many anglers, 
although anglers 
themselves are usually the source of the problem. 
The anglers often don’t much change the presen¬ 
tation or places they fish from the spring season, 
although their summer catch often consists of a 
few small male “buck” bass. 

Forget fishing the visible cover along the bank 
and instead concentrate on off-shore structures 
such as channel ledges, submerged islands, humps 
and long points to catch bass during the day in July 
and August. Map study of the underwater fea¬ 
tures reveals these fish-holding structures. Anglers 
should plan on probing several during a day of

take over the middle school 
program. However, Cann 
accepted the high school head 
coaching position at Lexing¬ 
ton Christian Academy last 
month. 

With the unexpected 
shakeup, Birdwhistell was pre¬ 
pared to return to the middle 
school program, if necessary. 
However, The Anderson News 
learned last week that, while 
coaches at the middle school 
had not been named, it was 
highly unlikely that Birdwhis¬ 
tell would return to the Lady 
Mustang program. 

Birdwhistell, who currently 
runs the Family Resource Cen¬ 
ter at the high school, knows 
that having mega-talents 
like Makenzie Cann and Eriel 
McKee was a major factor in 
winning a state championship 
four years ago and the off-the- 
charts expectations for this 
year’s high school team. 

But changes in attitudes 
also played a big role in the 
middle school success. 

“The change of the entitle¬ 
ment culture was hard,” he 
says. “It was not understand¬ 
ing what hard work meant. 

I wanted to be the hardest-

fishing. 

“I look for three things for 
deep ledge fishing,” said Ryan 
Oster, federal aid coordinator 
for the fisheries division of 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“The first is the presence of 
bait, second is stumps and 
third is current. Mussel beds 
on the ledge are also a big 
help.” 

Oster, formerly western 
fisheries district biologist who 
helped manage Kentucky 
and Barkley lakes, prefers 
deep running crankbaits, 7- to 
10-inch straight-tailed worms 
rigged on Shakey heads and 
heavy football jig and trailer 
combinations to fish ledges 
from 12- to- 25 feet deep on 
these lakes. 

“I like the Sexy Shad color 


working staff and players in 
the state. I wanted to build 
a program bigger than any 
player or coach.” 

The records show Birdwhis¬ 
tell was successful. While the 
program was in good shape 
when he took over and there 
were expected peaks and val¬ 
leys that come with scholastic 
sports at any level, Anderson 
remained solid. 

“The most fun I have had, 
the year after we won the 
state tournament, we were in 
a tournament with St. Charles 
(of Marion County) and beat 
them,” Birdwhistell remem¬ 
bers. “It was because we had 
effort and the kids believed 
they would win. 

“What else could you want? 
They gave every ounce of 
effort they had.” 

It was the culmination of 
what Birdwhistell says was 
taking discipline to a new 
level. “Kids are kids, but they 
need to have responsibilities 
as well,” he says. “I think what 
you see in sixth-graders is that 
they have always had things 
done for them. They had an 
excuse. We are teaching them 
to handle responsibility. 

“Kids crave discipline. Once 
they become accustomed to it, 
they can’t deal without it.” 

There is discipline on and 


for clear water and the char¬ 
treuse Sexy Shad for stained 
water in my deep crankbaits,” 
Oster said. “Typically, they 
want it raking across the bot¬ 
tom. On some days, they want 
a slow and steady retrieve and 
on others, they want it fast. 
Mix it up until they hit.” 

Boat positioning is impor¬ 
tant to keep these lures crawl¬ 
ing on the bottom across 
those underwater ledges and 
humps. Some anglers use 
marker buoys to visualize the 
ledge or hump. 

Slowly crawl a Shakey head 
rig along the bottom, stop it 
every few feet and shake the 
rod tip to wiggle the worm 
and entice bass. Anglers fish¬ 
ing jigs may also work the 
bottom, but many “stroke” a 
heavy football jig by ripping 
it off the bottom with their 
rod tip and letting the lure 
fall on a slack line. Trophy 


off the court. 

“We wanted to raise the 
accountability level for our 
students at the middle school,” 
Birdwhistell says. “If a kid gets 
a detention hall, then the kid 
and our captains are going to 
go for a little jog. If a kid gets a 
‘C,’ there is going to be an extra 
study session. 

“Athletics are the front 
door of the school and we 
want our kids to be the cream 
of the crop. We want them to 
be outstanding students. If 
the superintendent is at one 
of our games, we want her to 
be proud of the kids. That is 
important to us.” 

But there was also an expec¬ 
tation of success on the court, 
trying to get kids to see what 
had been impossible is now 
possible. 

Birdwhistell believes that 
might have been the trade¬ 
mark of the 2009 state cham¬ 
pions, the same group that 
went to the high school Final 
Four in March and is looking 
at a dream many thought was 
impossible at Anderson. 

Even with the talent of 
McKee and Cann, Birdwhistell 
says that team had to over¬ 
come. “The championship was 
lots of pressure,” he remem¬ 
bers. “That team was flawed. 
We had undersized guards and 


largemouths often hit the jig 
on the fall. 

Use at least 1/4-ounce of 
weight to get down on the 
deep structure. Many opt 
for 1/2-ounce or 1-ounce 
jigs. Shakey worms in green 
pumpkin, black or purple 
work well in deep water. Black 
jigs in combination with blue, 
purple, brown or chartreuse 
produce deep bass. 

During the hottest times of 
the year, largemouth bass sus¬ 
pend over the ledge or hump 
and ignore lures worked on 
bottom. A swimbait works 
well for suspended bass. 

Pearl-colored swimbaits 
with shades of gray, blue and 
light purple work well. Fish 
the swimbait just above bot¬ 
tom rigged on a -ounce or 
3/8-ounce head as heavier 
heads deadens the lure’s 
action. Oster prefers 5-inch 
swimbaits. 


no center. We were expected 
to win the state championship 
and blow everyone out.” 

In the final, a big Whitley 
County team was hanging 
around early in the second 
half when Destiny Stewart 
hit a big 3-pointer and made 
several other key plays to give 
Anderson some breathing 
room. 

Now, however, Birdwhistell 
says he will be able to spend 
more time with his family, 
even though he will still be 
involved in the local AAU 
program. He will be taking a 
small pay cut, but laughs, “If 
you are in coaching for the 
money, you need your head 
examined.” 

Birdwhistell believes the 
Lady Mustang program will 
be fine, even though he won’t 
be part of it now. 

“You build a progam that 
is bigger than you,” he says. 
“Each year, we have boot 
camp, right after the (high 
school) dead period. Every 
year, some of the high school 
kids come back and run with 
them. It is like a family. 

“I am sure I will miss it. The 
middle school program has 
been my baby for a long time.”

Points that extend well 
out into the lake are high 
percentage spots for summer 
largemouth bass. Jigs slowly 
crawled across the point in 
water 15- to 25-feet deep draws 
strikes. Points with stumps or 
chunk rock on them hold the 
most fish. 

The best ledge fishing is 
on Kentucky Lake, Lake Bar¬ 
kley and Barren River Lake. 
Most lakes across Kentucky 
have long extended points 
and many have underwater 
humps. 

Get off the bank and catch 
huge bass on the hottest days.

in the moment, people say 
things without thinking. 

I hope that is what hap¬ 
pened. 

I also know that the 
number of people who 
have not uttered some 
sort of profanity under 
their breath at one time or 
another is very, very small. 

It still doesn’t make it 
right. 

What is much more 
troubling is that our soci¬ 
ety has devolved to the 
point where profanity is 
considered OK. 

During the few 
moments following Bai¬ 
ley’s miscue - which I 
admittedly did not hear 
live due to my phone 
ringing at that time - my 
Twitter feed was full of 
tweets making light of 
Bailey’s flub. Later, as 
some criticism started 
coming in, the not-a-big- 
deal crowd chimed in say¬ 
ing something along the 
lines of, “He just pitched 
a great game. I don’t care 
what he says.” 

And, unbelievably, 
there were many who laid 
the blame at Piecoro’s feet 
for asking the question. In 
other words, someone else 
made Bailey say it. 

Unfortunately, those 
who say it is a sign of the 
21st century are correct. 

Have we gotten to the 
point where our language, 
whether sports or every 
other aspect of life, has 
to be punctuated with 
profanity? Have we got¬ 
ten to the point that we 
are desensitized by “word 
bombs?” 

In 1939, Clark Gable 
upset many when he 
uttered what is considered 
a mild profanity in “Gone 
With the Wind.” Now? 
Much stronger language is 
almost the norm in film. 

As a child, one of my 
elementary school teach¬ 
ers threatened to wash our 
mouths out with soap if 
we “cussed.” Thankfully, I 
never found out. Now, the 
same teacher would be 
accused of abusing chil¬ 
dren. 

When I was a student 
at Anderson County High 
School, one of our coaches 
had a rule against profan¬ 
ity of any kind as he felt 
it showed a lack of self- 
control. 

Today? People criticize 
those who are critical of 
profanity. 

That last statement 
is much more troubling 
than anyone slipping on 
the spur of the moment. 

Old fashioned? You bet. 
But there’s nothing wrong 
with that. 

For the record, I made 
a decision many years ago 
to never include a profan¬ 
ity, no matter how mild or 
harsh, in my writing. If a 
quote can be run without 
the word, as is usually the 
case, I leave it out. If it 
cannot, I leave the quote 
out. 

That is my decision 
and whether it violates 
the rules of journalism, I 
really don’t care. 

Profanity, no matter 
how strong or mild, is 
unnecessary. 

And it should be even 
rarer than a perfect game.

Taxpayers can pay their delinquent tax certificates up until the time of the sale at the Anderson County Clerk’s Office. Any payments received after the tax sale 
has started will be returned without exception. 

REGISTRATION REQUIREMENTS 

All Third Parties must register with the County Clerk’s Office. The following information shall be provided: Potential Purchaser’s Name, Mailing Address (physical 
and PO. Box), Telephone Number, Contact Person’s Name. Potential Purchasers must sign an affidavit affirming that they are not related to any other individual 
and are not affiliated with any other entity that will be participating in the sale. A Non-Refundable Registration Fee of $10 per Certificate is required before the List 
of Certificates is accepted. A Non-Refundable Registration Fee of $5 per Certificate is required for Prior Year match Certificates before it is accepted. A SEPARATE 
CERTIFIED CHECK OR MONEY ORDER IS REQUIRED. There is a $250 cap. (Forms can be obtained in our office during normal business hours) 

Any Third-Party Purchasers that have Prior Year Certificates that wish to purchase 2012 Tax Bills that relate to that property shall submit a list on or before July 
29.The list shall be clearly identified as a prior year certificate of delinquency list and shall include the following information: the current year’s tax bill number; the 
prior year claim’s tax bill number; the prior year claim’s tax year; the book and page numbers where the prior year claim is filed, if applicable; the account or parcel 
identification number, if applicable; a copy of the prior year certificate of delinquency; a Certified Check or Money Order for the TOTAL purchase amounts of those 
tax bills listed and $28 for filing each certificate; Completed Registration Form. 

All other Third-Party Purchasers shall submit a list on or before July 29 of those tax bills which they wish to purchase. The list shall contain the following informa¬ 
tion: the tax bill number, the taxpayer name, the amount due on the certificate of delinquency, a total amount of all certificates of delinquency, a Certified Check or 
Money Order for 25% of the total purchase amounts of those tax bills listed plus $28 for filing each certificate, Completed Registration Form. 

There will be a drawing at 10 a.m. on August 8, 2013, to determine the order in which Third-Party Purchasers will be able to select their 2012 tax bills. Third-Party 
Purchasers will be allowed to select 1 certificate of delinquency during each round. Each round will proceed until all certificates of delinquency are sold or until no
